CAPTAIN ROBERT 
D, CONRAD 

All of us who work at 
Brookhaven suffered a 
great loss last week in the 

death of our good friend 
and associate, Captain 

Robert D. Conrad, at Me- 
meorial Hospital in Man- 

hattan on July 26. Funeral 
services were held at 

Arlington National C eme- 
tery with the traditional 

honors of the U. S. Navy. 
The Laboratory was rep- 
resented by Dr. R. A. 
Patter son, Dr. & Mrs. 
J.B.H. Kuper, and Miss 
Elizabeth M. Petroske. 

Captain Conrad, assist- 
ant director in charge of 
planning for the Labora- 
tory since June 1947, con= 
tributed vitally to the de- 
velopment of the Labora- 
tory’s plans, particularly 
for medical and engineer- 
ing research. In addition 

to his other duties, he 
served as Acting Chair- 
man of the Departments 
of Medicine andEngineer- 
ing during the early stages 
of their organization. 

He was a zealous be- 
liever in the need to join 
fundamental with objective 
research, so that as sci- 
entists push forward the 

boundaries of human 

knowledge, they can be 
assured of the understand- 
ing and full support of the 
community. His keen and 
courageous vision were an 
encouragement and chal- 

lenge to all who worked 

with him. 
Captain Conrad died of 

leukemia, a form of can- 
cer of the white blood 

cells. He was retired

from the Navy in July of 
1946, when it was dis- 
covered he had this di- 
sease, and in addition to 
his official work at Brook- 
haven, spent the last three 
years of his life doing all 
he could to interest sci- 
entists and industrialists 
and to assist them in the 
campaign against canceri 
He was a special consult- 
ant to Dr. C. P. Rhoads, 
director of Memorial Hos- 
pital for the Treatment 

of Cancer and Allied 
Diseases. Largely through 
Captain Conrad’s efforts, 
five of the leading pro- 
fessional engineermg so- 
cieties established a 
joint council to advance 
medical research. One of 
the many individuals 
whose interest in cancer 
research he encouraged 
was Dr. Edwin H. Land, 
president of the Folaroid 
Corporation of Boston, 
who helped to develop a 
color -transition micro- 
scope now used in cancer 
research to distinguish 
between normal and can- 
cerous cells. 

In the later stages of 
his own illness, Captain 
Conrad insisted that his 
own case be used to study 
the value of treatments 
which were still in the ex- 
perimental stage. No man 
could do more. 

Captain Conrad was 
born in Orange, Mass., 
and attended the U. S. 
Naval Academy, from 
which he was graduated 
in 1927. In 1933 he was 
awarded a scholarship to 
C ambr idge University, 
England, by the Society of 
Naval Architects and Ma- 
rine Engineers and in 1946 
he was appointed Assist- 
ant Naval Attache at the 
ernnoEan Embass . 

Dur mg x or% 
War 111 Captain Conrad 
was Director of the Plan- 
ning Division of the Navy’s 
Office of Research and 
Invention. 

Captain and Mrs. Ruth 
V. Conrad, also formerly 
of the Laboratory staff 
(Housing Office) have lived 
in Bellport since the fall 

of 1947.
